NKH VORK INSTTrVTION. 

Tuesday was a sort of half holiday, 
it being tho annual meeting of the 
Life Members and Executive Commit- 
tee of the Institution. The day was 
eagerly looked for, and the most san- 
guine guesses were more than realized, 
for from early morn till eve the sky 
was clear and unclouded, and this 
suspicious state of the weather reflect 
ed the character of the other events of 
the day. 

1'arly in the afternoon, the drives 
leading to the main entrance, ' 
to show some signs of life, and tbe 
number of fashionable carriages rap- 
idly increased, so that a little while 
before the time at winch the exercises 
of the day wen to begin, there was 
quito a respectable display of aristo- 
cratic vehicles drawn up in line before 
the entrance. 

The characteristic event of the 
day was the short exhibition of the 
pupils in the chapel. The purpose 
was to illustrate the methods employ- 
ed, as well as to show the high degree 
of proficiency that had been obtained 
through following them. The chapel 
doors were thrown open at abort 
three o'clock, and the immense con- 
course of expectant visitors pourod 
up the broad stairway leading to the 
entrance of the chapel, and soon all 
the available seats — not occupied by 
the pupils — were filled. Many had to 
stand, so great was the number pre 
sent. The audience was a very se- 
lect one, and many among their num- 
ber were recognized as old graduates 
of Fanwood, and the number of well 
known deaf-mutes was large. 

The exercises began at 3 :30 p.m., 
being opened with prayer by the Hon. 
Erastus Brooks, Vice-President of the 
Board of Directors, who also gave 
some information concerning the 
standing of the Institution. He re 
presented and explained the methods, 
and concluded with a summary of the 
benefits such an Institution confers 
on those placed under its fostering 
care. The exercises were then for 
mally begun under the direction of 
Dr. Peet, who superintended them. 
They consisted of illustrations of the 
methods of instruction with a brief 
examination of the classes, and were 
in some points a repetition of the 
Tabernacle Exhibition. At 5 p.m. tho

the I '.oiiedietion, the audience began to 
take their departure. 

During the day. the main halls, 
corridors and offices, the reception 
rooms and the library, were almost 
turned into a hot-house, for brightly 
colored and fragrant scented flowers 
were placed wherever there was no 
danger of being sat upon. When tho 
sun sank in crimson and gold behind 
the lofty palisades on the opposite 
side of the river, it left us with hearts 
light, and well pleased with the day's 
enjoyment. 

On Saturday evening, the regular 
meeting of the Literary Association 
was held. Tho event of the evening 
was tho discussion of the question, 
"Is England greater, commercially 
speaking, than America?" The dis 
putants who handled it wore : Eng- 
land — C. S. Doane and J. H. Dundon ; 
America — C. W. Hathaway and A. 
Emmons. The arguments on both 
sides were unusually strong, and they 
were given in a way, deducting, oj, 
course, some deficiencies, that rellect 
ed great credit on those who handled 
the question. The strength, though, 
was chiefly with the Negative side. 
that is. those who upheld America's 
greatness could claim most of tho 
"taffy" distributed. The result of 
tbe arguments on both sides was a 
magnificent victory for Ye American 
boys. The ballot showed 150 votes, 
of which 111 were for the Negative 
and 31) for the Affirmative, thus giv- 
ing tho former a majority of 7'2 votes. 

On Sunday evening, Mr. Oamage 
lectured in the chapel on the career of 
a certain deaf unite who became con 
verted. His remarks were listened to 
by a large audience, who paid him 
much attention. 

It has long been in contemplation 
to have a Sanaa of scientific lectures 
delivered on week days, and lectures 
on religious subjects delivered on 
Sundays, by the teachers in rotation.

1 'ref Clarke will lec- 
ture on Physics : on Thursdays, Prof 
Currier will lecture on Natural His- 
tory, confining himself to the \ 
bis Kingdom; on Fridays, Mr Reaves 
will ' lecture on History. Saturday 
DBS will be taken alternately by 
Profs. Jones and Gamago, who will 
lecture on Natural History, confining 
'horrjselves to the Animal Kingdom. 
These gentlemen will also l<

jects.

All united in praise of the collections, 
especially of the Paintings, Pottery, 
Iridescent Glass and Sculpture. Pro- 
fessor Jenkins was warmly thanked 
for his courtesy and kindness. 

On Thursday we were honored with 
a visit from Messrs. Gudger, Dudley, 
and Poyntz, Principals of the Insti- 
tutions for the Deaf and Dm 
North Carolina, Kentucky and Virgin 
ia, respectively.

They visited 
the class rooms, and expressed much 
satisfaction at the creditable profi- 
ciency shown in the exercises of the 
pupils.

Tear after year we find fresh evi- 
dence on every side of the increasing 
prosperity, intelligence and happiness 
of deaf-mutes. Looking back a few 
years there is a noticeable void in the 
intelligence concerning our silent 
brethren. Ten or fifteen years ago — if 
the records we find in the magazines 
and papers of that time are complete — 
there was very little of that go-ahead 
spirit manifested among them as we 
find it to-day. The mutes seem to be 
keeping well up with the world's 
progress. Here and there, nearly 
every week, new enterprises are be- 
ing began, those already commenced 
are successfully progressing, and each 
in turn as it is carried forward until 
the ultimatum is reached, leaves in 
its wake only remembrances of suc- 
cessful effort, which cannot fail to 
stimulate the aspiring deaf and dumb 
to still greater exertions. 

This year promises to be still more 
replete with those evidences of social 
welfare than any that has preceded 
it. Picnics and parties are to be 
held in various places, a few of which 
axe: The Manhattan Literary As- 
sociation Excursion, in New York ;

Besides these pleasure gatherings, 
there are others which will be both 
instructive and pleasant t The Con- 
vention of the New England Gallau- 
det Association, the Biennial Meeting 
of the Granite State Deaf Mute Mis- 
sion, and the Re-Union of the Wis- 
consin Alumni. 

But the greatest of all the ventures 
made by deaf-mutes themselves, will 
manifest itself in Cincinnati on the 
25th of August of this year, when the 
deaf-mutes of the Several States of 
onr Union will meet together and 
suggest and advise methods and 
measures for promoting the social 
welfare of those to whom all earthly 
sound must forever be a blank. It is 
no wonder that events like these j 
should strike a sympathetic chord in 
in the breast of every one whose 
language is directed to and whose 
understanding is approached through 
the eye alone. 

Handicapped as we are, who will 
say that we are not keeping up in the 
"race of life " with those who are pos- 
sessed ot all their senses.

Tho Deaf-Muto Fair held in the 
Town Hall, on the afternoons and 
evenings of Wednesday fend Thursday, 
in aid of the Industrial School at ltyall 
Hidtt, was well attended and was a 
success in every particular. The sales 
tables were well laden with excellent 
specimens of female handiwork, and 
quite liberally patronized, as was also 
the ice cream saloon and refreshment 
table. There were several articles for 
sale by tickets, including walnut desk 
and table manufactured at the Insti- 
tution. Rev. Dr. Gallaudet of New 
York was present ami addressed the 
audience on both evenings. He gave 
an account of the establishment of the 
first deaf-mute institution in this 
country at Hartford, in 1817, by his 
father, Rev. Thomas H. Gallaudet. 
Tho number of institutions for deaf- 
mutes at the present time is fifty. 
He spoke of the mode of leaching in 
the sign-language, the objects ought 
to be gained for deaf-mutes through 
moans of their education, and the 
establishment of homes for them. He 
thanked the people of Beverly for the 
interest manifested by them with re- 
gard to the institution here, and be- 
spoke for it a continuance of that 
interest. The address was listened to 
with great attention by those present. 
Prof. Atwood, who has charge of tl><' 
school, was present, and under his 
direction, assisted by Dr. Gallaudet, 
several of the pupils did examples on 
the blackboard, showing their pro- 
gress since February, which was wit 
nnssod with great interest by the 
audience. The rendition, in the sign- 
language, of " Nearer my God to Thee," 
by Mrs. Bowden, " Rock of Ages " 
and " Maud Muller," by Mrs. Atwood, 
wife of Prof. Atwood, "The Lord's 
Prayer," by a young miss, held the 
undivided attention of all present. 
The reading was by Dr. Gallaudet. 
The committee of ladies in charge of 
the fair desire to return thanks for tho 
free use of the Town Hall ; to the 
janitor and the gentleman in charge 
of tickets for gratuitous services ; to 
tin: officers of the Beverly Light In- 
fantry for rendering every facility to 
the committee of the fair, and to the 
citizens of Beverly for their liberal 
patronage and handsome donations of 
many articles. The net proceeds will
